some thirty five miles to the south.Progsams begin live or are edited 

on magnetic tape or prepared from 16m. movie film or still transparen- 
cles. The day's program is fed into a computer which mainly switches the 
various projectors and information sovrces on ard off, This equipment is 
monitored by a studio engineer who can override or correct any difficu- 
ities. The facility maintqins one large studio for big productions and 

a smaller studio from which News and Syvorts ere broadcast. We were treat- 
ed to a live demonstration of the manner in which studio camera men and 
cheir equipment handle the live process. This facility also maintains 
several mobils studios for remote broadcasting such as from the State 
Fair or Basketball halls. MANY THANKS to Paul for an excellent program 
and for answering a million questions. 


September 23rd, 1977 Gerry Lucas, W9BS kept about thirty five guests 
and members on the edge of their seats while presenting a very well pre- 
pared program on the production of Printed Circuit Boards. Gerry had a 
large table covered with boards in various stages, chemicals, special 
tools and a homebrew developing agitater, like you never saw, made of 
pure genius. Basically the boaré is first scrubbed and cleaned. The bo- 
ard is then covered witha masking material which prevents chemical ac- 
tion to that part covered. A negative of the art work is placed over the 
masking material which is photosensitive to ultraviolet and after a ra- 
ther long exposure, the masking material is developed thus removing the 
material wherever chemical action is wanted to take place, attacking the 
copper laminate. There were several reference books on this process shown 
as well as reference to articles in several ham magazines. Gerry sez "try

FCC rules require that you send the call 
ietters of the station you are in contact with de your own call at the 
Start of the QSO. It is only required that you sign your own call at the 
END of the QSO. One must also watch the ten minute rule, signing at this 
interval if proceeding with a long winded QSO.
